Court upholds District 
action in Everglades suit 


The Fourth District Cougt of 
Appeals has ruled the Govern- 
ing Board of the South Florida 
Water Management District 
acted properly when, on July 
26, 1991, the Board directed its 
chairman to sign the Ever- 
glades Federal Lawsuit Settle- 
ment. The ruling was a setback 
to the Florida Sugar Cane 
League and the Pahokee Water 
Control District, which had 
sought an administrative hear- 
ing to contest the settlement. 

Tilford C. Creel, executive 
director of the District said, 
The Court's decision upholds 


` work part time while 


the Governing Board's deter- 
mination that the League was 
not entitled to an adminj- 
strative hearing on the perits 
of the settlement agreement.“ 


In its ruling, the Court of 


Appeals said the plaintiffs were 
premature in seeking an ad- 
ministrative hearing at the 
time of the signing. The Court 
did leave the way open for 
other avenues of redress 
through the District's rule- 
making, Everglades SWIM 
Plan or stormwater permitting 
processes. At the present time, 
these cases are undérway. +

Dear Editor: 

What does proper manning and safety mean to 
firefighters around the country? It means that in 
our business. you can never depend on the 
routine“ remaining “routine”. It doesn't matter 
what type of operation is most frequent in your 
area. What matters is that your department has 
the personnel, training, and equipment to 
address the routine operation and also the 
capacity to adjust tactics and strategy to address 
situations which go beyond the routine. 

Fire service personnel are generally well 
aware of this. Unfortunately, the well meaning 
people who control fire service budgets do not 
understand. They would limit our capacity and 
capabilities to the most basic essentials in the 
name of fiscal responsibility. Clearly, we have 
both legal and moral obligations to manage our 
departments with continuing realization of the 
critical competing needs for ever shrinking 
municipal budgets. We must always recognize 
that we have a responsibility to the taxpayers to 
spend their monies prudently, responsibly, and 
intelligently. 

This responsibility cannot be over stated. But, 
we must never permit, in the name of efficiency 
and fiscal responsibility, reduction of our ability 
to protect our communities. TE is our job to 
assure our department is staffed, trained, and 


equipped to respond to the challenges facing the 


fire service today. 

A minimum staffing standard is needed 
because fire departments all-over the country 
have been decimated by ruthless budget cuts, 
with more to come. Under manned fire depart- 
ments not only endanger firefighters, but also 
the lives and property of the people they protect. 
That is the issue that should be of first concern 
to the Fire Service and the one that must be 
brought to the public's attention. 

That's what this union is all about.

D.C. does not meet the requirements for 
statehood. Making such an exception to the 
historical prerequisites for statghood would risk 
fundamentally changing our féderalist republic. 
This is a risk that should be avoided. 

There are a number of alternatives to D.C. 
statehood. Given the intent of the Founding 


Fathers, maintaining the status quo may be the- 


best choice. 

Denying Washington, D.C. statehood does not 
mean denying its residents a voice in the 
nation’s affairs. The District's residents 
currently have far more access and influence 
than the residents of any state. They maintain 
control over their local affairs, and receive more 
in federal aid than any other area of the country. 
If the status quo is deemed unacceptable, ceding 


territory back to the state of Maryland is an ¢ 


alternative that should be considered. If repre- 
sentation is truly the issue concerning statehood 
proponents -- not personal political advancement 
-- then retrocession ‘should receive their full 
support, Retrocession would give the city's 
residents congressional representation on par 
with other U.S. cities, while minimizing the 
damage to the nation's federalist form of 
government. 

Dismantling the federal city and creating the 
"State of New Columbia” is a serious threat to 
our federalist heritage and should be rejected. It 
would seem D.C. Statehood proponents have 
chosen to ignore thé risks and have forgotten 
Washington, D.C. is the nation's capital, D.C. 
Statehood is a risk the American people do not 
wish to take. A Post election poll conducted 
November 3, 1992 by Citizens United found that 
62 percent of Americans disapprove of statehood - 
initiatives for D. C.
